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is claimed is: 
A method compHsing: 

displayinamedia, an electronic advertisement and an input area; 
capturing im>ut from the input area when a user interacts with the media; and 
communicat^g advertising information to the user based on the captured 

input. 

The method of claim wherein the media comprises a web-based computer game. 

The method of claim 1 Wherein communicating the advertising information to the 
user includes sending arnelectronic mail message to the user. 

The method of claim 1 , wnerein the ijiDut area comprises a check box and 
communicating advertising information to the user includes communicating 
information to the user whem the/cheek box is selected.

A method of providing information aboi\t an advertised product or service 
comprising:

receiving input from the client device^ when a user interacts with the media; 

and 
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commimicating advert sing information to the client device based on the 
received input. 

The method of claim 9, wherdn communicating the advertising information includes 
sending an electronic mail message to the client device based on the received input. 

The method of claim 9, ^^herein the media comprises a web-based computer game. 

The method of claim 10, wherein the input area is a check box and communicating 
advertising information to the user includes communicating information to the client 
device when the received input indicates a user marked the check box. 

The method of claim 9, and further including registering a user prior to 
communicating the content bo the client device.
